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Applicant acknowledges that prior art, coextruded, multilayer polyolefin films have included 
both an antistatic additive and a migratory amide in them. However, to the best of Applicant's 
knowledge no prior art, coextruded, multilayer film has included an antistatic agent in an outer skin 
layer and a migratory amide in the core layer for any purpose, let alone for the purpose of reducing 
the COF of the skin layer against metal machine surfaces, such as metal surfaces in labeling 
machines, and of providing desired adhesion properties to adhesives employed in labels. 

Stating this another way, Applicant is not aware of any prior art films in which the types and 
amounts of an antistatic additive in the outer skin and a migratory amide in the core are employed 
for any purpose, let alone to achieve the desired COF and adhesion properties desired for adhesive 
label applications, as in the present invention.
